Irrigation as such has been a matter 
of prime importance in Strathmore 
and surrounding territory, within a 
radius of 85 miles for the past thirty- 
five years, since the suiveying and ex- 
cavating by the C. P. R. of the many 
canals and ditches, through which has 
flown the waters of the Bow River, for 
land and stock Watering purposes. 

For the past two years the subject 
of Irrigation has been a very live topic 
and has been discussed with convic- 
tion by many who are in favor, and 
with equal conviction by many others, 
who, for various reasons, have been op- 
posed. 

The purpose of this article is not to 
enumerate the causes and difficulities 
that have led up to the present situa- 
tion, but to write of conditions as they 
exist today. 

These conditions have led to sever- 
al public meetings being held of which 
the sole purpose was to discuss the 
situation as it exists today, and to ar- 
rive at the best means of action. With- 
out going into minute detail, everyone 
knows committees were formed to act 
in the best interests of the farmers at 
large. This committee also being giv 
en authority to approach the C. P. R. 
to place the situation before the Com- 
pany and obtain from them the most 
satisfying settlement possible. 

This committee has now fulfilled its 
onerous duties up to this point and we 
understand in a very satisfactory man- 
ner. 

We are informed the C. P. .R. Co. has 
been fairly generous in its offer with 
the Committee.

August 19, 1943 


Dear Mrs. Klien, 

This letter will be as_ difficult for 
me to write as for you to receive as it 
concerns your son, William. 

By this time you will have been not- 
ified that he was killed in action in| 
He was with me constantly as 
my driver up until the last day, July 
22nd., and it was while carrying out 
his duties that he fell. Very briefly, 
it happened as follows— 

He was driving me along a _ lonely 
road in the forward area. We had no 
suspicion of danger as we had seen 
none of the usual tell-taie signs. Sud- 
denly, the crack of a bullet, sounded 
from forward, I turned to shout at 
Bill when I saw the bulletghad struck 
him in the head, killing him instantly. 
The car left the road tossing me out. 1 
was captured a few minutes later, but 
before I left, I was assured by the 
Germans that he would be decently 
buried and his grave marked, and ! 
know they would do this. 

He was a_ good soldier, doing his 
work faithfully and without grumbling.
